T HE 220. of this month, there happened a moſt 

lamentable accident, by ſhipping one Oxehead,

Armes, Hearts, Gutts, Liuers, and other parts of ' 
mens bodies; and by it a man burnt to death, [n fine, 


this was ſuch a lamentable ſpeRacle to behold, and 
- ſofearefull; that it cannot be weil expreſſed, Iris a 


memorable warning to cuery man thart is to deale 
with this damnable Gun powder, tolooke to it well 
and warilie.
